CLASSIFY THIRD TOOTH 
OF THE “PEKING MAN” 


Scientists in China Will Now Call 
Him “Man With the 
Monkey Jaw.”

TIMES 

PEKING, Dec. 16.—A third tooth 
and part of the jawbone of the ‘‘Pe- 
king man,’’ so far the oldest human 
fossils found, according to scientists 
here, were unearthed this year and 
have been classified, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at the opening 
of the new Geological Survey Build- 
ing. 

These finds were made less than 
thirty miles from Peking in the same 
district and in the same geologica! 
formation in which the first ‘‘Peking 
man”’ tooth was found in 1920 by 
Dr. Zdnasky, followed by the find- 
ing of a Similar tooth in 1926 by 
Dr. Bohlin and Dr, Li. 

The ‘‘Peking man"’ will henceforth 
be known as ‘“‘the man with the 
monkey jaw,’’ for the portion of 
the jawbone found this year is de- 
clared to be more simian than hvu- 
man, though the tooth that goes 
with it is held to have belonged to 
a man. 

The geological formation in which 
the finds were made had, in the 
opinion of experts, been undisturbed 
for about 1,000,000 years. The new 
finds are held to support the theory 
that some place in Northeastern 
Asia the original ‘‘cradle of man”’ 
was situated. 

Though excavations this year were 
interrupted from May to October by 
civil war and handitry, many other 
important and interesting fossils 
were found in the rich deposits 
which yielded the tooth and jaw 
bone of the ‘‘Peking man."’ 

Among the most interesting were 
fossils of a small cat-leopard and 
of a deer almost as small as the 
average lap-dog. One small elephant 
tusk was found as well as several 
antlers of a hitherto unknown ani- 
mal somewhat similar to the Amer- 
ican moose. 

Further explorations will be con- 
tinued next Spring, if political con- 
ditions permit, and the Winter wiil 
be spent in making a careful classi- 
fication of nearly 2,000 fossils found 
last Summer and not yet positively 
identified. 

The work of the Geological Survey

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Scopes Defender Says Scientists 
Will Aid Tennessee Repeal and 
Effort in Other States. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 13 (2). 
Dr. Jonn R. Neal,“ who was active 
for the defense in the Scopes evolu- 
tion trial three years ago, said toda 
that the introduction of a bill ask- 
ing the present General Assembly 
to repeal Tennessee's anti-evolution 
law would be the first step in a fight 
against similar laws in other States. 
He added that ‘‘some of the coun 
try’s great scientists’’ had promised 
him their personal support. 

“Experience has shown that the 
courts are not the place for the 
fight,’’ Dr. Neal said. ‘‘We need a 
dignified, sober hearing before the 
legislators resposible for the Jaw."’ 

Referring to the Jamestown 
(Tenn.) evolution trial before a 
school board last week, Dr. Neal said 
that if a teacher genuinely interested 
in repealing the law were found it 
would be ‘‘unfair to make a marty) 
of him.” Elmore Gentry, the high 
school principal acquitted of a charge 
of teaching evolution there, has said 
he was not an evolutionist. 

Dr. Neal attended the recent con- 
vention of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science in 
New York and said that many of 
its members and the leaders of the 


| American Civil Liberties Union had 


assured him that they would come 
to Nashville to fight the law if he 
thought it necessary. 

He said his plan was to have a re- 
peal bill introduced and, if it seemed 
advisable, to call these scientists be- 
fore the legislative committees to 
whom the bill would be referred.

Two} 
thousand of these companies closed 
the year’s business with a loss, which 
amount was deducted from the total 
earnings in compiling the tables. 

The total debts of the last business | 
year amounted to  11,640,000,000) 
marks, of which 42 per cent was for 
foreign money. Reserves were 14 
per cent of the total active capital, 
which is slightly behind last year’s 
figure. 

Two branches of industry—furni- 
ture manufacture and construction 
of settlements to overcome the hous- 
ing shortage—show losses, with all 


|} the undertakings in this line consid- 
jered. All other branches show profits, 


which the losses of individual com- | 


| panies did not overcome. 


One discouraging feature, the re-| 
port says, is the size of short-term 
debts, totaling 8,000,000,000 marks. 
The expense and difficulty of con- 
stant money seeking are hampering 
the companies. Long-term loans at 
igher rates would be more 
economical in the long run, indus-| 
trialists contend, and an effort will} 
be made to transform many of the} 
resent short-term obligations into 
oans extending over a longer périod 
of years. 

Taken as a whole, the statistics, it 
is held, show that Germany has little 
to fear in the way of a crisis or 
slump in business, despite the pres- 
ent rapidly increasing unemploy- 








ment, which is always expected in 
the Winter season.

The 
memorandum will urge the board to 
deny the Equitable application, to 
declare its present franchise for- 
feited and jn effect to embark on @ 
new deal all around on buses.

Mayor Wants to Redeem Pledge. 
While Mayor Walker has not come 
mitted himself on the Equitable’s pe 
tition, it is known that he is anxious 
to redeem his campaign pledge of 
nearly four years ago and to place 
buses on the streets at the earliest 
possible date. But ever since the 
Equitable filed its petition for an 
amendment to the franchise on Dec.

So his extravagant esti- 
mate of the hero serves as an easy 
excuse for low level of his own 
living. 

“The belittler takes another path 
to the same comfortable justification 
of his poor and low living. ‘Look at 
the heroes!’ men cry to him. He an- 
swers, ‘Yes, look at them!

“We cannot legislate against a law 
of the universe The. movement to 
get rid of arms can progress only as 
we can find a trust to take the place 
of ill-will. Only good-will can create 
good-will.
